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Compiled  in  the  Section  oj?  Far  Resources 
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The  annual  harvest  of  furs  v/ill  be  smaller  this  season  than 
previously,  for  sevaral  obvious  reasons  :   The  ceMand  for  men  in  the 
Army,  Nav;/,  Marines  and  defense  industries;  priorities  on  steel, 
preventing  the  manufacture  of  traps;  curtailnent  of  luxury  indus- 
tries, pjid  lev/  prices  being  paid  for  raw  furs.   Considerable  quanti~ 
ties  of  furs  Vi-ill  be  taken,  but  mainly  by  farm,  beys  rather  than  the 
older  folk.   It  goes  without  saying  that  boys  Kill  nr^;  b«^  as  efficient 
trappers  as  older,  experienced  men,  but  they  learn  quickly,  and  they 
vfill  be  £  great  help  in  tne  present  emergency.   There  are  genuine 
.thrills  in  trapping  fur  animals;  it  pays  dividends  in  cash,  in  nature 
;lore  and  in  healthful,  outdoor  recreation.   Trapping  seasons  are  based 
generally  on  studies  made  to  determine  primeness  with  resultant  top 
market  prices.   Poor  preparation  will  result  in  disappointing  returns. 
Prime  pelts  correctly  skinned,  fleshed,  and  dried  bring  the  best  prices 
in  any  fur  m^arket.   If  furs  are  to  .be  shipped  to  the  raw  fur  m.arket, 
wrap  them  in  newspaper  surroian.dea  by  a  heavier  paper,  and  tie  the 
package  securely.   Place  a  tag,  bearing  jqmt   name  ar^d  address,  as  well  ■ 
as  the  name  and   address  of  the  dealer,  raw  fur  receiving  h.ouse,  or    .  : 
auction  company,  inside  as  well  as  outside  the  package.  ...... 

As  a  patriotic  duty  a^^.d  as  an  aid  to  the  War  Frcgfam,  trappers 
are  being  requested,  whenever  and  ydierever  possible,  to  turn  in  fats 
from  pelts  and  carcasses  ordinarily  discarded — such  ts  raccoons,  skimks, 


muskrats,  and  other  fur  anim£ 


Millions  of  pounds  of  fats  are  left 


in  tiie  woods,  swamps  and  fields  of  our  cc^antry  by  trspi''ers.   The 
collection  of  these  fats  and  their  prompt  deposit  in  good  condition 
can  add  much  m^ore  ^glycerine  to  America's  supply  of  the  much  needed 
ingredient  for  explosives.   Collection  set-ups  to  receive  these  fats 


are  being  organized  bj   the  State  Conservstion  or  State  Fish  and  Game 
commissions,  and  trappers  should  cooperate  to  salvage  this  waste. 
Trappers  are  simply  asked  to  contribute  to  the  V/ar  Program  what  they 
would  ordinarily  throivj-  a;;ay. 

The  accompanying  tabulations  of  the  open  seascns'Tor  1942-'43>  in 
which  the  opening  and  closing  dates  are  given,  together  with  a  S'ommary 
of  the  provisions  of  State  and  Provincial  laws  regarding  possession, 
sale,  shipment,  exjjort,  and  licenses,,  have  been  prepared  primarily  to 
aid  Federal  officials  in  conducting  investigations  under  the  Lacey  Act 
and  enforcing  its  provisions  and  to  answer  inquiries  of  State  game 
officials,  individual  trappers,  and  others. 

Every  effort  has  been  made  to  have  the  s"'amjnaries  substantially 
correct,  but  since  the  trapping  seasons  in  many  States  and  provinces 
are  subject  to  change  by  orders  or  regulations  of  the  legal  gajne 
authorities,  it  is  well  for  trappers  and  others  concerned  to 
familiarize  themselves  with  the  pro\n.sions  of  State  and  Provincial 
laws,  orders,  and  regn.ilations  before  engaging  in  trapping  or  other 
activities  involving  fur  animals  or  parts  thereof. 

.  THE  FEDF.F.AL  LACEY  ACT         '  .    ■ 

An  act  of  Congress  of  :.^ay  ?5,  ,  1900  (31  Stat.  187),  as  ajnended, 
known  as  the  Lacey  Act,  provides,  among  other  things,  that  it  shall  be 
unlawful  for  an7y^  person,  firm,  corporation,  or  association  to  deliver 
or  knwoingly  receive  for  shipm.ent,  transportation,  or  carriage,  or  to 
ship,  transport,  or  carry  by  any  means  whatever,  froxm  any  State,  Territory, 
or  the  District  of  Col  Gambia,  to,  into,  or  through  any  other  State,  Terri- 
tory, or  the  District  of.  Columbia,  or  to  a  foreign  country,  any  wild  ani- 
mial  -;;-  -/;-  -;:-  or  the  dead  body  or  part  thereof  imiported  from  a  foreign  country 
contrary-  to  any  law  of  the  United  States,  or  captured,  killed,  taken,  pur- 
chased, sold,  or  possessed  contrary  to  any  such  law,  or  captured,  killed,, 
tai<en,  shipped,  transported,  carried,  purchased,  sold,  or  possessed  con- 
trary to  the  law  of  any  State,  Territory,  or  the  District  tS"  Col-umbia.,  or 
foreign  country  or  State,  Province;  or  other  subdivision  thereof  in  which 
it  was  captured,  killed,  taken,  purchased,  sold,  or  possessed,  or  in  which 
it  was  delivered  or  knowingly  received  for  shipment,  transportation,  or 
carriage,  or  from  which  it  was  shipped,  transported,  or  carried;  or  tr» 
transport,  bring,  or  convey,  by  any  means,  from  any  foreign  country  into 
the  United  States,  any  wild  animal,  or  the  dead  body  or  part  thereof,  cap- 
tured, killed,  taken,  shipped,  transported,  or  carried  contrary  to  the  law 
of  the  foreign  country,  or  State,  Province,  or  other  subdivision  thereof, 
in  which  it  was  caDt'ored,.  killed,  or  taken,  or  from  w-hich  it  "vas  shipped, 
transported,  or  carried.   The  act  furtner  provides  tnat  no, person,  firrfl, 
corporation,  or  association  purchasing  or  receiving  any  wild  animal,  rjr 
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the  dead  body  or  part  thereof,  imported  from  any  foreign  countrj^,  or 
shipped,  transported,  or  carried  j.n  interstate  commerce,  shall  make  am/ 
false  record  or  render  any  account  that  is  f a] se  in  reference  thereto. 

An  amendment  of  June   15,  1935,  (4-9  Stat.  3?0),  confers  upon  employees 
of  the  Department  of  the  Interior  authorized  to  enforce  the  act  (in  accord- 
ance with  Reorganization  Plan  No.  2,  transferring  certain  functions  from 
the  Department  of  Agriculture),  power  to  arrest  any  person  comjnitting  a 
violation  of  the  act  in  his  presence  or  view,  and  also,  under  warrant,  to 
search  for  and  seize  any  wild  animals  or  the  dead  bodies  or  parts  thereof 
shipped,  transported,  or  carried  in  violation  of  the  act. 

An  arriendment  of  June  19,  1939  (53  Stat.  84-0)  provides  that  all  pack- 
ages or  containers,  except  those  from,  foreign  countries,  in  vj-hich  the  furs, 
hides,  or  skins  of  wild  animals  are  shipped,  transported,  or  carried  shall 
be  plainly  and  clearly  marked  or  labeled  on  the  outside  thereof  with  the 
names  and  addresses  of  the  shipper  and  the  consignee.
